Spurts Higher 
During April 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — High 
level sources say the nation’s 
unemployment rate last month 
shot up from 4.4 to 4.8 per cent 
—the sharpest jump in the job-1 
less figure in IO years. 
This was the largest increase 
for a single month since the 1960 
recession and brought the job­ 
less total to just under 4 million I 
unemployed, a five-year high. 
The actual 
figures show a 
drop of 181.000 jobless to a total 
of 
3,552,000. 
Hut 
since 
April 
usually sees a much larger dc-1 
cline tho Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics figured it as a rise o f! 
291,000 to 3.948.(K)O when adjust­ 
ed for expected seasonal 
fac­ 
tors, such as the usual spring 
spurt in construction, agricul­ 
ture and some other industries. 
Construction has been particu­ 
larly hard hit by President Nix­ 
on’s policies of tight money, 
high interest rates and federal 
spending cuts aimed at curbing 
the nation’s worst inflation in 20 
years.

report 
added to economic worries over 
a skittish stock market and the 
continuing rise in living costs at 
a rate of more than 6 per cent a 
year. 


It also added ammunition to 
the labor movement’s warnings 
that Nixon’s stringent economic 
policies designed to curb infla­ 
tion were pushing the nation to­ 
ward a recession without mea­ 
surably slowing the price rise. 
“ The danger signals are flash­ 
ing almost everywhere that the 
nation’s

recession, slump, slowdown, or 
whatever term you like, may 
grow worse,” said the AFL-CIO. 
The 13.6 million member la­ 
bor federation wants Nixon to 
ease, selectively, some econom­ 
ic restraints,* continue others, 
provide stimulants for growth in 
some industries such as housing 
construction and to make the 
federal government the 
“ em­ 
ployer of last resort” by provid­ 
ing public service jobs for those 
out of work. 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany has predicted that the 
nation’s unemployment rate will 
soon climb to 6 per cent, highest 
level in IO years, if the White 
House doesn’t rapidly change 
national economic policy. 
Unemployment was at a 15- 
year low of 3.3 per cent when 
Nixon took office in January 
1969.

Residents of 
the village, six miles south of 
the border, demanded “repris­ 
als and vengeance.”

measures,” Dayan told news­ 
men, “ we will have to carry on 
activity across the border.” 
In the past, Israel has re­ 
sponded to terrorist raids from 
Lebanon with air strikes and 
commando attacks on villages

Israeli troops on Wednesday 
night also fought a running bat­ 
tle with Arab infiltrators from

YORK (AP) — The 
electronic computer, to which 
many companies hitched their 
wagon during the explosive ex­ 
pansion of the 1960s, is begin­ 
ning in some instances to drag 
like a weighty millstone as the 
economy contracts. 
One of the best illustrations of 
the 
developing 
situation 
in­ 
volved the collapse recently of 
the McDonnell & Co. brokerage 
firm, but there are many other 
examples. A typical situation is 
this: 
During the late 1960s a com­ 
pany’s business is 
increasing 
rapidly, so fast, in fact, that it 
cannot hire enough experienced 
clerical help to deal with its 
paperwork. A computer, it rea 
sons, could do the work of 50 
clerks. 
Projecting a continuation of 
increased sales and earnings for 
the next five years, the compa­ 
ny decides that it might as well 
plow a considerable amount of 


money 
into 
expensive 
equip­ 
ment. No sense getting caught 
short again. 
Aiding in the decision is the 
new electronic data processing 
manager who argues that while 
the new machinery might not 
pay off immediately, it certain­ 
ly will become profitable by the 
1970s. And so the company buys 
a big new computer. 
Then the economic expansions 
stops. In fact, the company’s 
sales begin to sag and, looking 
over the books, the manage­ 
ment group decides it must cut 
back. But where? It could have 
cut 25 clerical workers. But it’s 
stuck with the big computer. 
More and 
more 
companies 
are facing such situations today, 
according 
to 
consultants 
at 
Brandon Applied Systems, Inc., 
which advises computer owners 
on management and technical 
matters. 
“We think it reasonable to ex­ 
pect further collapses of the 


McDonnell kind,” said a spokes­ 
man, “as well as reduced earn­ 
ings for corporations 
with 
a 
heavy investment in data proc­ 
essing. 
Insurance 
companies, 
banks 
and 
brokers 
may be 
dragged down the most.” 
For this and other reasons, 
many companies are taking per­ 
haps their first critical look at 
their 
computer 
systems. 
No 
longer are they content to sit 
back and believe that wonders 
are being worked. 
“The beginning of the comput­ 
er revolution is over and this be­ 
ginning has been a failure in 
terms of what might have been 
achieved,” says a spokesman 
for 
the 
consulting 
firm 
of 
Touche Ross. 
He adds: 
“ Many 
business 
managers stood back in awe of 
both the machinery and the per­ 
sonnel of the system s operation, 
and a lot of the technical people 
didn’t deliver workable business 
system s.”

A 
physician 
friend 
w a s 
stricken with a mild heart at­ 
tack while delivering a lecture 
in the hospital. The timing was 
fortuitous and he was taken to 
the intensive care unit where 
concentrated 
treatment 
was 
begun. 
He 
now 
has 
been 
transferred to his own private 
room and 
is progressing ex­ 
ceedingly well 
Because he is so loved he 
soon found himself bombarded 
with well-wishing visitors. The 
bools and flower arrangements 
arrived 
and 
soon 
began 
to 
overwhelm him. The telephone 
calls 
become 
an 
increasing 
burden and the visitors who 
were kept out of the intensive 
care unit poured in on him. 
Mind you, all of this was done 
out of sheer devotion. 
Killing with love is a gentle 
art practiced by visitors who 
overwhelm 
sick 
patients 
and 
absorb their energies. Soon our 
doctor friend, still in the early 
stages of recovery, became the 
host. He arranged 
the seating 
and offered 
the visitors 
the 
grapes, cookies, 
candies 
and 
liquor that made the hospital 
room a neighborhood tavern. 
After a day of total fatigue 
he, his doctor and family wisely 
called a total halt to this loving 
burden of visitors. 
My friend cam e up with a 
brilliant idea which, I hope, can 
be used by others in a similar 
plight. He made a simple tape 
recording on a cassette. On this 
he told the story of the date 
of his illness, how it occurred, 
where he was, what the symp­ 
toms were like, what the doc­ 
tors said, how long he would 
be at the hospital, how long the 
recovery period would be and 
when he would again be able 
to return to work. Each new 
visitor 
interested 
in 
these 
details was given the cassette 
of tape and a small recording 
machine to take to the visitor’s 
anteroom. 
After 
listening 
to 
it, 
tile 
visitor was allowed to return 
and 
to 
engage 
in 
all 
the 
pleasantries without a 
single 
reference to the illness. Only 
in this way was my friend, the 
physician, 
able 
to enjoy 
his 
visitors without the 
need 
of 
c o n s t a n t 
repetition. 
This 
brisant idea, coupled with a 
rigid rule of no more than three 
vsltors a day, each for ten 
minutes, released the patient 
from that position of host and 
gave 
him 
the 
bed 
rest 
he 
needed so much more. 
Now be is completely well. 
He has said, “ The problem of 
alleviating the anxieties of my 
visitors was more stressful than 
any other part of the total 


hospital experience.” 
Perhaps, out of love we, too, 
will learn that a patient’s room 
must not be 
the well-wishers 
meeting place. 


Golf clubs and tennis rackets 
arc being taken out of their 
winter protective covering and 
baseball bats and gloves are 
being dusted off. In our anxiety 
to enjoy the sports, many of 
us 
forget 
that 
our 
muscles, 
tendons, and joints have, too, 
been hibernating with little or 
no activity. 
It is for this reason that w* 
must learn to pace ourselves 
as we begin a new physical 
fitness program. Only in this 
way, can injuries be prevented 
which later cheat us of the fun 
we look forward to. 
Gentle warming-up exercises 
starting 
with 
ten 
or 
fifteen 
minutes 
a 
day 
can 
prevent 
overextending ourselves to the 
point of fatigue. 
Spring 
and 
summer 
training 
when 
done 
slowly avoids this kind of injury 
to the body.
